I read farther concerning a Letter Mc, Blackiow wrote to 
my Lord, (ome part cuncermng the Door, and lome part. 
an /riſhBiſhop, who lived and died here ;to which my Lord 
made an{wer, and ſent hima Copy ofthe an{wer,ſome paſ- 
ſages of which the Door hath ſer down here.. He added 
alſo a Letter which he conceived to be written againſt my 
Lord by Mr, Blacklow, and (ayes the Original is. within. his 
reach , and that Mr, Blacklow denied the Letter robe his, 
To theſe Mr, Black/ow replrcd, that he thould'have ferdown 
the occaſion of his Letter to my Leak whick-weeckes = 
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DoGor had calumaniatcd the whole Aſſembly of 1653, tomy 

Lord, of being contrary to his Authority , and procured a 
Decree of diſſolution without any former inquiſicion : and, 
after that he knew his information to betalle,yer by bis Let- 
ters hc maintained my Lord in the ſame opinion , and ſo far 
inveigled him by his continual Calumnics, that generally he 
neglected the ad+/ice of all others totollow his ; and, waving 
to employ. his Officers , which, were grave men, employ'd 
young men whom the Doctor appointed him: Thrs was the 
occaſion of the Letter, ;

Aker this I came to the Doftors Arguments againſt

There followed in the Doors diſcourſe, how, when he 
was Superiour m England, one dying would leave no Alms to 
MM, Bl. his adherents, The reply was that the (aid part 
was abuſed, and told that Mr.B!,denicd prayer for the hed 
whereas they , who underſtand his Do&trine, ſay that he 
teacheth ir more than others. And fo, that man's Execu- 
trix,being informed of the truth,was ſo grieved, that the be- 
ſtowed ſomething out of her own purſe, ber UInclc's 
being all diſtributed before. And the truth is,the intercefled 
party would ſcem to concerve that they, who hold the point

malice, As for hisnoting that this was done whiles he was 
Swperioxy in England (as the DoCtor aftcfts much to talk of 
his Swperiowrſhipy and Grand-vicarſhip) Mr, Bl. (aid he did nor 
remember he wascver Swperiowr here, though he did,that he 
was joynt Vicar-General with another , whom the Clergy

begia by ſome one man, But this he ſpake noc in reſpett of 
his own Dodtrine, which was the ancient DoQtrine, as partly 
he had ſhown when he was forced to it, partly could ſhew 
when like occaſion offered it ſelf» He marked allo that the 
Dottor loſt his Text, to have a gird at his Fellow-Vicar's 
Sub-dcaaſhip; citing my Lord's not making him ſuch, Bur 
he cither did not know) or diſlembles that his Lordſhip being 
informed that the Sub-deauthip he praftiſed was no digni-

Arlaſt we came to the Poſtſcript, in which the Dottor 
feſſerh chat ia thirty years acquaintance he had never 
Mr, Bl, any wrong, To which Mr, Bl, reply*d , that for 
their acquaintance be thought it was of ſome two , or three 
and fourty years, for he knew the Doftor a School-boy,him- 
{elf being then a man ;and inall this time he never com- 
plained of him before this laſt Letter , rhough he heard for 
many years of the evil Offices he did berwixt my Lord and 
him ; and, theſe latzr years, both of his jecrings at goo1 
Tables in Ezgiand, and fince in his own houſe, and of a 
Ballad made againſt him, whereof ſome verles had in them 
his accuſtomed jcers, Nor, if his laſt Letter had aimed no 
farther than the diſgrace of his own perſon, and not at the 
5+ of the publick, would he have taken notice 
of it, 

Bur, to come to ſome of the reaſoas ot the falling out on 
the Doors part (for My. Bl, ſaid thaton his he never fell 
our, unleſſe the an{wering his Calumaics be counted falling 
our) the firſt he remembered was that, after Dr. Kelliſon's 
death, the Doftor's friends in the bon propoſing his preter- 
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ment to the ſucceſſion, and wanting ſome money , he pro» 
cured a Letrer from my Lord to poſlefe himſclt of a little 
fumme that he knew to be in Mr, Bl, his difpotion ; and, be- 
ing rctuſed; grew fo hot that he affronted the whole compa- 
pany, in which were divcrs betrer than himſclt, A tecond 
was, that, being di{guſted, he could nut govern in Dr.Champ- 
»ey's time, he would have brought in a PREPOSITUS, 
was deligned a Kinſman of Ins, whom he might go- 
vern ;zand- fo have oeecd not oncly Dr. Champney , but my 
Lord 2nd Epiſcopal power too, Which dcfign he con- 
ceived Ar, Bl, detearedyand gave thereupon a bad Chara- 
ter of him rto-the Agent, who rc{1ded then here for his 
Holineſe, Axthlird was his ſetting of odds betwixc my Lord 
and the: whole Aflembly of the Clergy ; which , ovliged 
Mr, Bl, to {cthd his opinion of him plawly ro my Lord as 
to'his Superiour, ' TI he: fourth may be becaule the Doctor 
accounts him a Detender ot the Chapter ; whereotchough he 
profſefſeth himfeit a Member to have preſent intelligence,and 
a future hand in Governmenr, it he cannot get abovent, yet 
all his informations are ro rhe duparagement of it, _ 
coſt him ſo many. tatthoods ; asallo his diſcourtes and Let- 
rers where he 18 confident, And, when he was 11 Authort- 
ty waving it, he cull*d our a meeting of his own to do fume 
bulinefle he intended , bur tailed of, and now lately was up* 
on the ſame defign to waver the Chaprer, andſcnd his Or+ 
dersro the ancient Pricſt-, that is ro whom he pleaſes, and in 
this vw 4 Pamphler ſtrives to ſet diviſion betwixt the conſulr 
11 Lonaon and their brethren, to take away that little ordcr 
which is left among themes Nor do we onely tce his de- 
fligns here to make himiclt Superiour ; but it is written alſo 
from beyond Sea, by fuch as cannot be ſulpetted to bear him 
malice, that he, by his Agents, hath afted againſt Epiſco- 
pa] apt 0.00 that he cares notwhat Authoruy be broug ht 
in, {o itlightsupon his head ; and, becaulc he thinks 4, Bl, 
triay be a meansto hinder this deligh, therefore he 1s (5 vio- 
kent againſt his Do&rine; And ſo caded hisanfwer ro the 
Doftorss firſt part, 
The ſecond part begins with an accuſation of My, Bl, his 
reproachfull language , as calling him Mad-mas and = 
© phant, 
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phant, and the DoCtorss holy acceptance of ſuch injuries, 
Mr. Bl, hereupon asked me whether it were all one tor a 
man to be indecd mad, and to do ſome ations of a Mad« 
man? or tocall one a Sycophant, and to{ay, it he docs fo he 
15 a Sycophant ? and affirmed that thete were the ſenſe of 
his words, the firſt after proof » the latrer uſhering in the 
proof, As for the term of hiſſing Serpent, it i3 a Scripture- 
expreſhon of a calvumniatour, and ſo was bur the varying of 
the phraſe, He added that he challenged che Doctor , or 
any of his party to ſhew that he had written one word unbe- 
{ceming the fa&t he proved againſt the Doftor,aud he would 
do him ſatisfaftion, Otherwiſe he underſtood not that ac- 
culers uſed complements in their accuſations, or {pake not 
the Crimes by their own names, As for his holy acceptance 
of chem, which he, (o like a Saint, proftef{e*s he wilki*c his afti- 
ons were conformable ro his words ; For holy words with 

contrary aCtions is Hypocryſie added ro mitlonds 
I read on the DoRors reply to what 447, Bl, had excepred 
againſt his firſt ObjeEtion, concerning external {11 withour 
conſent of the minde, It began with che DoRors afleveration 
that he had added nothing toche Regular's words. A1r.B!, 
anfwered thar he expetted eirher the Regular's own (ub- 
{cription, or ar leaſt ſome bodies that had heard him (peak, 
and that it was a weak conceit to ground and propole a ca- 
hanany of thac nature to all our brerhrey, upou no other Au- 
thority to make it good, chan meerly his own bare aflevera- 
tion ; which oughr to be of no value in his owa cauſc , c{pe- 
cially againſt an Adverſary both renouncing and deteſting 
the wicked ſence the Doftor vbjeQts it ing and ſhowing in bus 
books, publick and excant, that they ground the quite con- 
trary Dottrine, The next part of the DoCtor's anfwer was 
that he wovld make ir clearly appear,that to commir an ex- 
ternal fin remaining in charity, and yet to go to heaven (which 
Mr. Bl, acknowledged, and called the body of the report) 
doth neceſſarily require the circumitances of [deftraitive of Re- 
ligion and morality) which he called the Veſture. Mr, Bl, drew 
out his Anſwer and ſhewed me theſe words; [ For dreſſing, he 
adds Mr, BI, pretends that the Soul may do well, when the fleſh does 
i,)] and added, is this to uſe comn _ {ty thus ma 
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ly to change the plain words and ſence of the Writer ? For, 
it was the ors falſe and groundleile impoling this pre= 
tence now mentioned, which Mr, Bl, called the Veſture, or 
dreſſing, not thoſe other words he diflemblingly {ubſtituces, 
The like traud he uſcs concerning the Regular* report, For 
Mr. Bl, baviog ſaid the Regular would (pic in his face, if hc 
ſhould ſay he had told him that Mr, Bl. pretended che body 
mght do il and the ſow well ; He in common {ayes tharMr,Bl, 
aftirms the Regular would {pir in his face for venting 4 report 
the Regular himſelf had ſpread : We came afterwards to the 
Doors proot , which was no better than his own bare aſ[c< 
veration that Mr, Bt, aſſertion imports ſo ſweet an agreement be= 
rwixt charity and exteriour ſin, that it would infallibly invite frail 
nature to ; exteriowrly, Mr, Bl, xeplied he was aſbamed to 
have to do with a man who had {olittle underſtanding in 
Divinity , as not to know the general Tenes of Divines, 
Lawyers and Mankinde to be, that an exteriour fin may be 
committed withonr knowledges or conſent, much lefſe with- 
ont {weet harmony with charity. The acxt part of the An- 
{wer was,that Lot had loſt his charity by being twice drunk ; and 
that the bleſſing of progeny was no Argument,becauſe The- 
mar had a greater , and the Midwives who ſaved the Fews 
Children were likewiſc rewarded, thowgh they told a ly, Mr,Bl, 
{aid he admired the DoCtors boldxeſſe ro cenſure a Saint, and 
ſirnamed j#ſt in the Scripture, as Lot is, for being cozen'd in- 
to drunkennefſle, if ſo mrch be true; for -mebriars amongſt the 
Hebrews doth not ſtill fignifie ſo much ; and his ſhortnefle of 
underſtanding, as not to ſceghe yields the whole queſtion ; if 
Lot ſinned not the firſt time,which he graiuts when heſayes, 
that at leaſt he loſt his charity the ſecond bout, Nor is his raſh- 
ncfle much lefle in cenluring Judah and Thamar ; whereof 
Thamar had the teſtimony from J«dah to be juſter than he, 
being trecd from all puniſhment as ſoon as her faft was uns 
derſtood ; and plainly ſought by her ation what God grant- 
ed heryto have the Mei ſpring from her » and to raiſe a 
lam1y to: her firſt husband, which was then a cuſtome, and 
afterwards ena&ted for a Law by God and Meſes ; and there 
fore it muſt be ſupp-ſed ſhe proceeded in an innocent igno- 


rance, and conſequently that ſhe ſhould not be temerariouſly 
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ccnſured. Fudah's ation, whatſoever it was in hus heart z 
was not of that qualiry as inthole timcs,God took notice of, 
to hinder bleffings deſerved by other ſervices, or titles, and is 
elteemed a Saint, as the reſt of his bretbren Patriarchs,a- 
mong(ſt whom were greater fiasthan his, He added,he bad 
reaſon to expett no other at the Doors hanUs. than the 
Saints did finde, T he example of the Egyprian Midwives he 
negletted ; ſaying, the Doftor could not be ſo fimple as nor 
tolce that the ſaving of the (bildren for which they were re« 
warded, was a dift-reat action trom their lying to excuſe 
themlelves. Leſletothe _—_ was St, Auſtins (peech of 
the Romans, being rewarded tor their moral vertucs , there 
_ inthe teſtimony no {in objefted, which is all our que- 


fs 

There follows in the Doftor his Reply to Mr, Black/ow, his 
charging him wich-calumaiartion for laying he knows his ac- 
cuſation ro be trwey and that it is verbarims in hs writings, that 
the happineſſe of the damned exceeded all the happineſſe of thus |.fe ; 
the contrary ro which he ſhow'd him out of his writings in 
expreſic rerms, His firſt excule is that he doubrs Mr, Black/ow 
hath aot cited che place truely, becauſe in another place there 
« corruption, Secondly, he {ayes that the ſence is therez though 
the words be nor, & that the particle verbatim could not mean 
more than that oxely the ſence was there (({o that the plain ad- 
verb verbatim muſt quite loſe it's ſignification to ſave the Do» 
for innocent from an,other-wiſe,unavoidable falfification. } 
Thirdly , the Door would club biz opanion into an Herefic, 
pretending ſtill moſt ſhameleſly ( againſt plainly contrary 
words brought to his face) thar his opinion is,the bapp:neſſe of 
the D-wils « greater than any worldly happineſſe: And that, to 
fay their pains were pure volitiens was again an Hereſie 5 Nay, 
that to deny material fire in Purgatory, is next to Herefie, if nos 
Hevefie, Mr, Bl, reply'd, with a ſigh ; Oh, how irkſome it 1s 
to have to do with one, who throws his verdiQts at random, 
without ever conſidering how eaſily they are convinced,nor 
underſtands the queſtion he ralksof. As for his ſulp cious,he 
may know that 1 have his own hand tv ſhew for what [ ſay : 
and why doth-not he produce that piace of mine, which he 
thinketh himſe)t (ure to be corrupted ? This a ſolid and fin» 
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cere man ſhould have donecy and not ground all things thus 
upon his owa bare word, Mc, B!, added that the Queſtion 
being whether the poſlefſion of goods withour having con 
tent 10 them makes one happr,che Doctor 15 10 wile as to lay 
Mr. Black, affirms the Devils are happy, becaule they have 
grcat goods; Which is wiltully,or ignorantly to mille che 
queſtion;yer this isrhe ſubſtance of bis an{wer z and particu- 
larly he takes without proof,that the damned,notwithſtand- 
ing their perver(ne{c, ejoy the goods they have; making no 
diltinAion berween poſſefbon and frution, nor underſtanding 
that their p:rverſneile conſiſts 10 diligere panas, and role c4- 
rere es, which 1wmpdtt no plcaſure but obſtinacy 3 and, cven 
1 this world are tound with grict, and cauſcs of grict. Nei- 
ther is there any {ence in his ramoling into the Apocalyple, 
where 1t is ſaid that the damned 1hall cry tothe Hills, Cad te 
ſuper nos, tox who denics tear 1n the damued ? His antwer 
likewiſe ro the example of Antioch ſtrayes totally trom the 
queſtion ; which was whether his Kingdoms made lum hap- 
pr, he not taking content in them. as betore ? 10 ſtead of an- 
{wering which, th: learned Doctor,very loberiy, tells us the 
reaſon why be took no content 1n them, & never ſhows chat 
he was happy without this content,tor the bare having tacm, 
which oncly belongsto the queſtion, 'T he next Hereſie of 
denyiog matcrial fire, he would prove trom the Council of 
Florence, where juit the contrary was agreed uponzthat both 
parties, Latines and Greeks, might contiaue their own opint- 
ons, the one to huld material fre ia Purgatory , thc other to 
hold none ; & therefore, I ſuppoſe this Dottor will perſwade 
none but fools of his ſilly aflcrtion, that rhe whole current of 
Dotlors in the Catholick, Church cenſure the opinion which denies 
material fire , as temerarious, Or 1:exc to Hereſie , whercas 
none darcs cenfure it , by reaſon of che Authority of the 
Council, in which,after debate, neither opinion was fotbid- 
den, Laſtly, henoted that the opuyon, which the Dottur 
Cries out cn as-Hereſie ,to wit, that the pains of the damned 
are volunary acts, 's the common opinion of all Divines: 
For even thoſe, who pur material fire lay that it isclevatcd 
to produce aCts ot the witl,winch chey acxnowl:dge to be vo- 
luntary aQs: wherckore he may do well to-plead his rs" 
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and conſcquences againſt them, and not againſt Mr,B/, who 
condemnes the opinion of God's producing voluntary a&s in 
the damned, by the force of firc, as well as the Doftor him- 
ſclf. Aud what difficultyzthat they might be ſaved if they will, 
if» by reaſon of their obſtinacy in wickedneſs,they cannot will 
it, So pertcaly 1 this bold {cribler ignorant in all he 
calks of, 

Yer, as ignorance is oft the Mother of confidence, he will 
needs demonſtrate his tenet of material fire from Scripture ; 
alleadging two places, [te maled:{t: in ig zem eternum,and that 
of the rich Glutton, crucior in hac flamma ; which he Urges 1n 
a litcral rigour, without ever thinking of the Rule of Faith, 
the onely certain Interpreter of Scripture,inmarters of Faith , 
or of Science, which interprets it 1n points belonging to their 
own Sphear, It were cnough then to encrvate his pretended 
Demonſtration to reply, as Catholick Doctors ulc to do ro 
Proteſtants, that »o Scr:/pture u of private Interpretation; or to 
ask him vvith vvhat confidence he preſumes to demonſtrate 
upon his own fancy (for thoſe moſt ſacred Oracles) or how 
he can demonſtrate any thing from Scripture , till the (ence 
of that place, whence hz: would demonſtratively inferre, be 
concluded and evinccd ; fince demonſtrations confiſt in the 
connexion of notions and [ence, not of aire and words, Bur 
ler us {can his places in their liccral and critical rigour, The 
firſt is [te in ig nem eternum ; after which immediately follow, 
though he omits them, paratum Diabolo & Angels cjuu, 
Which makes it far trom making that place conclude tor 
matcrial and natural fires ſince it declarcs it ſelf ro ſpeak of 
that ſort of fires which is adapted and fitted to ſpiritual ſub- 
ſtances : And what kinde of fire this is, maſt (in caſe the 
Rule of Faith ſhow ir not) be learn't trom that Science, 
which treats of (piritual Natures, Befides,the Dr.ſhould ſhew 
that Hell, 8 material fire were made betore the damning of 
the Devils, web is a hard task, eſpecially it chey were damned 
in Heaven, Again, in the laſt verſ, of Hat,25, where the et- 
fect is exprelt , it is {aid , to everlaſting puniſhment, and not to 
material fire ; now , {piritual puniſhment is known not to be 
grief ; as life eternal, which is oppoſed to ir in the fame verſe, 
15 knowa not to be a material ,or —_—_—_ Kingdonr(which 
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was oppoſed to fire, verſ. 34, and 41,) but the internal atts , 
of the bleſſed, to whic h 1n good ſence the internal atts of the 
damned muſt be oppoled, His ſecond place whence he 
would demonſtrate this, is tar more pirtitull; for this,it under- 
ſtood licterally (as he would have it) ſignifics as well that ſpi- 
rits haye real rongues, and that water would quench , or cool 
that fire (as appears by the Glutron's requelt ro Abraham) 
and ſo, could the Devils come at water, all would be well 
with them ; according to this Doctrine , at leaſt, thoſe De- 
vils, who poſleſt the Hogs were betriended by our Saviour, 
when they run into the Sea by his permiſſion ; tor,I conceive, 
there was watcr enough in the Sea ; and not onely drops to 
cool , but deluges to quench all the fire the Dr, aſhgns them, 
Is not this a grave Divine? We acknowledge indeed, in 
$t. Auſtins meaningsthovgh not inthe Doctors groile appli- 
cation, the Rule of interpreting Scripture literally , cum fieri 
poſſit ſine fidei © morum prejudiceo ; tor , Firſt the Dottor dis 
ſtinguiſhes not the Grammarical and Rhetorical expreſſion z 
whereas, it is rediculous to explicate Metaphors Gramnaati- 
cally; as if one ſhould ſay, when the Church fings Flammas 
amors excitas,the literal tence ſhould be that a Faggor of 
love was {ct on fare in our breaſts, Again, it is mamitcſt in 
St, Auſtin, that whatlocver is againſt Science, he takcs ir to 
be in prejudicium fidei, as making our faith ridiculous to Phi- 
loſophers : Sothat, it Divels, or Souls to be burn't , or turn'd 
into Aſhes be againſt Philoſophy , St, Auſtin would account 
it to be in prejudicinm fidei: and fo the Doftor muſt ſhow 
thatthis1s not a Rhetorical expreſſion, nor againſt Philoſo- 

phy» betore he can prefle the Authority of St, Auguſtin. 
After this the Doctor comes to difcover more Hereſies in 
Mr, Bl, his books, And firſt he objeQts it is 4 blaſphemy to 
{ay that God ſhould be worle if the damned had not been 
damned, and {aycs, it i 4s ſoon confauted as open'd, and aftter- 
wards putteth an argument to proveit, Mr, Bl, reply'd that 
in this potat he pardon'd the DoCtory it depending upon roo 
large a diſcourſe for one, who doth not perule his book, and 
et will needs fall ro cenſure. Bur, it trucly the Doftor had 
cen able to open the opinon, he would have found it to be 
the greateſt honour of God, both in his own attributes ,. and 
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inthe Governmeart of this world , which mankinde eſtcems 
of, Inhis own attributes, becaulc it taketh God to be eſſen» 
tially wiſe, even tothe lealt circumltancc,and that he would 
be worſe it he did any thing otherwilc, than according to 
the Rutc of wildom,and chat wiſdom in all things is the 
principle to his Will ; whence follows that it ir be better to 
let the damned be damned, than not, he ſhould not. bave 
done ſo wiſely as he now does, it they had not been damned; 
and therctore had been lefle wile, that is, worſe in himſelf, 
In his Government, becaulc it declares that in that very ope- 
rationin Which Creatures {cem to be worſt handled , even 
there they have the greatelt goods, which were poſſible ro 
them, To his argumicats he an{wers, that when the Dotftor 
asks whether God before the Creation, had not the perteCtion 
of the world in himſclt, he darcs ſay the DoCtor underſtands 
not what | before | in that queſtion {1gnifies, and thinks that 
God was bctore Creatures in time, and takes eternity to be 
an 1fhnite length of time, Secondly, he thinks the queſtion 
is of the plenitnd: of perfettion 11 God Almighty, whereas it 1s 
of his wiſdom which not being thought 0:1 by the Dottor, 
hc, by conſequence» quite miſt th: whole queſtion ; which is 
{o common with him, that it ſeems even nacura! to his low 
pitch of underſtanding, Mr, Blacks, was proceeding to his 
tkecond argument, when I advertiſed him that the next 05- 
jection concerned the ſame matter , yyhereupon he bad me 
read torvvard. 

The ncxr objection therefore was that it was an impiety 
and prophane novelty, to lay that Chriſt died not for any thing, 
or perſon, which was not granted bim : Mr, Bl, reply'd that t1e 
ObzeQtour calls St, Antin y it {cems, an imp:0u5 and prophane 
Noveliſt, who ho!ds it in expreſſe terms. But, quorh he, 
that which would be thought {trange in another 1s thar tn 
the very ſame place the contrary is taugat expreſly, to wity 
that he dicd allo for the damned, and that the waole que- 
{tion betwixt parties is but of words, the m2ant2g being the 
{ame of both : So that the honeſt DoCtor firſt tells a thame- 
lefle untrurh, and then makes an invettive againſt thc per-, 
{on ;and this is a ſample of the integrity he made {o holy a 
Protcfion of pag, 7,to his friends, and according as be ſhould 
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wakg it appear, defired he might ftard, or fall is rherr judges 
ments : at » if they be candid, I dare promiſe he Gall Se 
his wiſh, Moreover, if he noderſtood his own words, the 
Antecedent will of God, which he gocs about to prove againſt 
Mr. Bl, is in this caſe maintained by him: Bur it were too 
much ro preſic him ſo far. 

When I had read the third Objetion,which was that the 
Sacraments do work ex opere opeyato, he (aid, the Doftor was 
conſtant to his Principles, and ro the iztegrity he made (9 
Saint-hke a Profcſhon of. For farſt, in the Lars Text he adds 
thoſe words | ſententiam aſſerentem ſacraments nove Leg is can- 
fare gratiam ex opere operato_] and by adding them makes him 
hold the contrary ; againit the very tlc of the Chapter, 
which is @womeds Sacramenta conferant gratiam ex opere ope= 
rato, which manifeſtly ſuppoſes him to hold and grant that, 
they do cauſe grace ex opere operato, and onely to explr- 
cate how, and 11 what manner they cauſe ir thus : Again, 
this calumniating pretence of his 15 againſt che whole begin= 
ning of the Chapter, which is {pear in declaring and aver 
ring thar they do conterre Grace ex ——_— and thoſe 
words which are cited trvely by the or,arc ſpoken a- 
gainſt an opinion father'd upon rhe Council ot Trex: , abour 
the manner how they conferre Grace ex opere operate, which 
cannot þe framed out of the words of the Council , but is ra- 
ther againſt them. Again, in his E»gliſh meaning he gives 
to his words, he mmpoſes on him an opinion, the comrary ra 
which in the whole fifth Leflon he maintains; co wir, that 
the Sacraments do phyſics efficere their proper Grace, and, by 
CONNEX1ON tO thasglaclthring Grace; which isthe moſt ri- 
gorouw opinion of rhe Divines about the efficaciry of rhe Sa- 
cramente, and the very words of the Council of Trezt , that 
they do continere,and conferre gratiam quam ſignificabaxt, Is 
it poſſible any ſhould be {o weak asto give credit to this man, 
after-\uch manifold and wiltvll frauds, or think bis profeſſion 
of integrity. any thing el{c, bur a Cloak tor his malicious Hy- 
pocrific ? 

Mr, Bl, Ceafing , I went on tothe third Errour objetted, 
which was that Ar, Bl. ſmbjetfied Princes to be puniſhed by the 
Law of reaſon ; which he. inenditnms figment wm, wenn =

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heard the whole place in the Doftor read, be ſhook his head 
and cried Semper idems : Replying that che firſt uatruth was 
that Mr, Bl, pretends his whole ſcope in writing rules of Govern 
ment was ro heighten and commend the exemptions from written 
Law, or cuſtome of the Common-wealth, which Mr Bl, pretends 
onely of one fingle difcourſe, peradyenture of the length of a 
a Leaf,or two, Next, the Doctor thiaks ic is ro debaſe a

quiet and lawfull poſſcfſion of his cftare, That hecalleth ir 
figmentum auica inaxditum , hows his ignorance in Hiſtory ; 
in which there be ſo many unfortunate Princcs, both in the 
"a Hiſtory and in the Chriſtian, impriſoned and hardly 
ed. 

I read next, how the DoRor, firſt acknowledged himſelf 
to be ignorant, then went about to diſprove it, and retort the 
ſameupon Mr, BI, whoſe detence was, that he ſhould have 
becn glad co hear him acknowledge himſelt ignorant , if is 
deeds were conformable ro his words,and that he would be- 
have himfclt as a one that accounts himlelt ignorant ſhould. 
Bur he that will meddle fo boldly with Divinny IONS, as 
he hath done both in hisfirſt Lerrer,8 rhis ſecond Pamphler, 
He that will venture thus blindfold ro club Hecefies taſter 
than {-nce : He that,againſt his Superiour's command, will 
proſecure his violence againſt DoCtriacs; and undertake up- 
on his vuwn head to cenſure opinions never cenſured before, 
which is the Maſter-picce of Divinity z For this man to pro- 
fefſe ignorance ſhows more of the Wolf ia Sheep's clothing, 
than of the true Sheep Heſaid alſo that his proots tor his 
learning were rather proofs that he had, or was c{teemcd ro 
have a good purſe than much learning : For concluſions are 
not called Pulchre,tor being learned,bur tor being well print- 
ed,or having a fair Pifture, or Arms upon them, and for the 
making of by Theſes ,the Idea of _—_ Dottrine mthe Unt- 
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ycrkity, he nceded ro have brought a ſtrong Authour to per- 
{wade them that know him of ſo incredible a vanity,and nor 
ground ic upon his own words, As for his being deſired to 
dctend again, 't is knowa that in occaſion of great Afſem- 
blics, Detendants are » Who will bear out their Aas 
ſplendidly, and nor the belt Schollers : Again , that he made 
or compiled his concluſions himſelf 1s no proot that he, un- 
derſtood them, for he might take them out of other mens 
writings, But, becauſe nothing can paſle withuut ſome un- 
crutch in this Do&ors writings, he was plealcd here to tell us 
that Azr. Bl, made certain concluſions for a friend of his 4n 
| Paris, which contained, both erroncous opinions and falſe 
Latin, Thc report is abſolutely falſe , that he eicher made 
them,or ſaw them before they were printed , nor was in Pa-

wards till the Founder ſent him to the Court of Spain about a 
bulineſle of great conſequence ; which bing diſpatch'd with 
ſucceſſe , he returned to Port»gal, and ſtay'd again there, 
till the Founder ſent him again 1nto England about another 


buſiacſle, with cxprefle charge not to retura it he pertorm'd 
not 
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not hiserrand , which he profeſſed to him before-hand he 
could not do» All which Ar, BY, declarcd to his Aſſiſtants, 
who intreated him to get themallo away , if he returned nor 
himſelf ; and ſo, declaring the Founder's minde to the Inqui- 
rour, took his leave of him , and came away publickly, Nor 
was he blamed for coming away , bur for not. returning to 
defend Theſes , in cauſing which the Doctor had his ſhare. 
For Mr, Bl, his chict errand being to carry Divines from 
Doway thither, and ſome oppolition being made in the con- 
ſult at Loxdoy, (at which the DoCtur was preſent) it was re« 
ſolved that Mr, Bl, ſhould carry a Letter trom the Contulr to 
Doway in his favour » yet ſhould accept of Humaniſts if he 
could not obtain Divines z and expr:fic command givea thar 
this claule ſhould be kept from Dr,Kelliſov, Bur our obedicnc 
Doctor,againſt the command and bond of filence and truth 
to the Clergy, writ to Dr, Kelliſon how the Clergy would be 
content though he ſent no Divines, Which Letter Dr,Kel- 
bſox read to Mr, Bl, untill he came to theſe words | This to 
your ſelf} which cloled that buſineſle ; by which taking him» 
ſelf in the ſurprizc, he read nofarther. Sothat Mr. Bl. was 
forced to accept of Huwaniſts, and notto return by the Foune 
der's order, 

The Dotor ſaith, his conference with ſhame is a dreams 
bur let him know that thoſe, who carried bim thither are 
yet alive. He objedts Mr, Bl, his conference with (hilling- 
worth ; who peradventure vaunted himlelf, for, {elt-conceir 
and intereſt 't him thereto; but, Catholicks, who were 
preſent were {0 well ſatisfied, as that they delired another af- 
ter Dinner, and Chillmgworth's own party reported, that he 
was too hard for all others, bur that Mr. Bl. held himto it, 
and hereupon he was in credit with them ever after. 

The entuing part contain'd the Doftors impugnations of
